New Postage Stamp __, 
Placed On Sale 


A new postage stamp in the 
one cent and three cent denomina- 
tion has been placed on sale by the 
Postoffice Department and is now 
offered by the Postoffices in North- 
field to commemorate the Century 
of Progress International Exposi- 
tion just opened at Chicago. These 
stamps are the same size as the 
regular issue and are of the 1-cent 
denomination, printed in green, 
and the 8-cent denomination, print- 
ed in purple. 

The central design of the 1-cent 
stamp depicts old Fort Dearborn 
pioneer outpost at Chicago, as re- 
stored in 1816. —A, blockhouse of 
the old fort appears in the fore- 
ground, partly overshadowed be- 
low and with a stockade fence ex- 
tending from either side of the 
stamp. In the background are trees 
and other buildings of the fort. 
The 8-cent stamp has for a cen- 
tral design a reproduction of the 
Federal building, with its three 
massive towers, on the exposition 
grounds.
